The Soviet drawings, plans, etc* come to the office via the navy shippingi 
yards at Okeywie in Giynia, from where they are usually procured by one ol 
the officials from the office who has an armed escort* All of the Soviet 
plans and drawings are classified **Secret*’o One of the presets that was 
received from the Soviet Union was the so--called "Project on which 
there was intense work at the beginning of 1957 o According to rumqr, i 

the subject was a large naval vessel, but diarii^ the summer of 195lL 
work on this was stopped, and the drawings and plans stored in one ^ the 
office’s basement rooms* It was claimed that the whole project was 
obsolete, that it was just something the Soviets wanted to get rid of, . ^ 
and that the Poles had paid six million roubles for the drawings and ^ 

plans* Before Gomulka came into power, there were eighteen=»twenty Soviets — — 
employed at the office, but^ this number had been cut down to four ip. 1957® /
